Liu and Teng, Two Leading Foes 
Of Mao, Reportedly Are Ousted

Tokyo—Diplomatic sources 


in Peking say Red China's 
President Liu Shao-chi a n d 
Communist P a r t y General 
Secretary T e n g Hsiao-ping 
have been ousted from their 
jobs, two Japanese corres- 
pondents reported from the 
Chinese capital Monday. 


The reports to Asahi Shim- 


bun and Yomiuri did not say 
how or when Mao Tse-tung's 
t w o leading foes were re- 
moved. B u t resistance to 
Map's campaign to replace 
their appointees in the party 
and government 
machinery 


throughout C h i n a was ex- 
pected to continue unabated. 


The Yomiuri correspondent 


said Liu had lost both his gov- 
ernment and party posts. 


Teng could have been ex- 


pelled from the party secre- 
taryship by the Central Com- 
mittee's plenary session last 
August. But Liu could be 
legally 
removed 
from 
the 


presidency only by the Na- 
tional P e o p 1 e's Congress 
which elected him and which 
is not known to have m e t 
since 1965. 


Repeated Attacks 


Neither Liu nor Teng have 


publicly exercised their offi- 
cial duties in Peking since 
last November. But continu- 
ing reports from Peking of 
resistance to Mao's purge in- 
dicate that their supporters 
retain control of wide areas 
of China. 


Both Liu and Teng have 


been 
under repeated 
Red 


Guard attacks for allegedly 
pursuing policies contrary to 
those of Mao. Peking wall 
posters 
only last 
weekend 


said Liu was publicly humili- 
ated for being unable to quote 
from Mao's teachings. 


These other developments

The New C h i n a news 


agency, controlled by Maoists, 
acknowledged that Mao's op- 
ponents still control the party 
machinery in southwest China, 
a vast area including Tibet, 
Kweichow, Szechwan and the 
World War II stronghold of 
Yunnan. 


The agency said the pro- 


Kweichow Province reported 
the southwest bureau of the 
Central Committee "actively 
implemented and stubbornly 
clung to the bourgeois reac- 
ary line." It appealed for 
unity "to recapture power 
held by the handful of persons 
within the southwest bureau 
in authority taking the capital- 
ist road." 


However, Tanjug, the Yugo- 


slav news agency, reported 
from Peking that the military 


informed Mao his forces have 
seized all power in the prov- 
ince. Tanjug said its informa- 
tion came from the New 
China news agency.

U.S. Planes Defoliate 
DMZ With Chemicals 


Infantry Divisions Drive 
Into Viet Cong Heartland 


Saigon (UPI)—Amrican forces Monday struck at the 


Communists' greatest war arsenals with two U.S. infantry 
divisions driving through the Cambodian border jungles and 
planes chemically defoliating the demilitarized zone (DMZ) 
on the North-South Vietnam border. 


The one-two blow formed 


what observers called the 
greatest American effort yet 
to smash the Communists' 
main supply routes and opera- 
tion bases. 


In the steaming jungles of 


War Zone C, hit seven times 
in seven days by thousands of 
tons of bombs f r o m Air 
Force B52 Stratofortresses, 
Americans drove once more 
into the Viet Cong heartland 
where for years the Commu- 
nists have k e p t their head- 
quarters and jungle arsenals. 


Spokesmen said Air Force 


transport planes s p r a y e d 
hundreds of tons of vegeta- 
tion-killing chemicals on the 
southern half of the six-mile 
wide zone Sunday in an ef- 
fort to strip away the jungle 
canopy under which Commu- 
nist infiltrators hide. 


In the air war a g a i n s t 


North Vietnam, spokesmen 
said, U.S. jets and Commu- 
nist Migs tangled in a brief 
dogfight Sunday but there 
was no loss by either side. 
The American raiders went 
on to blast North Vietnamese 
troop barracks 26 miles west 
of Hanoi. 


U.S. 
infantrymen, receiv- 


ing air support from giant 
B52 bombers, were battling 
Viet Cong forces along South 
Vietnam's border with Cam- 
bodia and reported at least 
44 Communist troops killed. 


Reds Flee 


Spokesmen said the border 


battle, called Operation Gads- 
den, began four days ago but 
intensified Sunday when U.S. 
25th and 4th Infantry Divi- 
sion troops attacked three 
Viet Cong base camps a n d 
sent the Communists fleeing 
for their lives. 


Some of the Viet C o n g 


plunged into a river a n d 
swam across the border to 
Cambodia, spokesmen s a i d . 
Although the Americans did 
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not follow, they exchanged 
fire from the Vietnam side. 


The area, about 75 m i l e s 


northwest of Saigon, is known 
as War Zone C and has been 
blasted by B52 bombers for 
several days. The huge Strato- 
fortresses returned Monday 
and touched off 12 massive 
s e c o n d a r y explosions de- 
scribed as 'three to four times 
normal size." This indicated 
massive 
amunitions 
depots 
were hit. 


The DMZ defoliation cam- 


paign was the first officially 
announced in the so-called 
buffer zone which divides the 
warring Vietnams. But there 
had been reports that part 
of the area was defoliated 
several months ago. 


Non-Fatal Chemicals 


The chemicals dropped in 


defoliation strikes are used in 
doses described as non-fatal 
to humans. Within several 
weeks, they cause leaves on 
trees and other vegetation to 
wither away. Although there 
are some small civilian ham- 
lets at the fringe of the DMZ, 
spokesmen said none of these 
areas was hit. 


Defoliation of the area — 


possibly to be followed by 
firebomb attacks — will make 
it possible for allied troops 
and warplanes to spot Com- 
munist movements through 
the DMZ.

after it was disclosed that a 
private detective's court de- 
position varied 
with testi- 


mony by General M o t o r s 
Corp. concerning Ralph Na- 
der, an auto safety critic. 


Testifying before Ribicoff's

committee last March 
22,

The Junior College Vote 


For too long a time in tills country, oppor- 


tunities for post-high school education have 
been limited almost entirely to those young- 
sters possessing the economic means, the in- 
tellectual capacity and the proper interests to 
enroll in a four-year college or university. 


As important as these institutions are. a 


great many young people who fail to meet one 
of these criteria have been short changed once 
they picked up their high school diploma. 


An awakening to this shortcoming has 


been evident around the country in recent 
years. At this moment the same effort is be- 
ing made to overcome this defect in Lincoln, 
Nebraska.

This is what Tuesday's special elec- 


tion in the city is all about. By giving of- 
ficial sanction to a junior college in Lin- 
coln, voters of this city will be extending 
to the educational "have-nots" some of the 
same opportunity for academic and voca- 
tional training that has long been available 
to the more fortunate. 


*

• 


At the same time they will be assuring 


the community a supply of trained labor which 
will brighten its industrial future and diver- 
sify its total economy. 


These are the reasons for the broad sup- 


port being expressed for the junior college 
issue on Tuesday's ballot — support from in- 
dustrial and business leaders, from represen- 
tatives of labor, from parents, as well as from 
educators. Many of the forces lined up in 
favor of this issue have been on opposite sides 
in the past. 
There is but one issue in this election: 


whether the full scope of opportunity will be 
extended to the "educational -have-nots" 
through the availability of vocational training 
and limited academic offerings which can be 
translated into technical degrees in industry 
or college credit in four-year institutions. 


This election is merely to give Lincoln 


the same enabling authority for this type of 
education as now exists in Omaha, Fairbury, 
Norfolk. Scottsbluff. McCook, North Platte and 
soon will be voted on in Grand Island. 


This type of education is not presently 


available ID Lincoln at any of the four- 
year iastitutions here. Indeed, the heads 
of the University of Nebraska, Nebraska 
Wesleyan University and Union College 
stated that they cannot fulfill this educa- 
tional role and have urged support of the 
junior college concept in order that the 
community might meet its total education- 
al need.

It would be a gross mistake for voters to 


use this election to express any disagreement 
they might have with the Lincoln School Board 
or the school system. 


Legitimate criticism has been voiced of 


the operation of the present school board. This 
should not be surprising. No operation bearing 
on 43.000 students (in elementary, secondary 
and adult classes i. and spending some $20 
million a year of public money, can be judged 
perfect by all observers.

For those who lack confidence in the 


present school board or who disagree with 
its policies, the remedy lies in the school 
board election just three months from now 
and in proposed guidelines now before the 
state Legislature.*

The point of Tuesday's election is that 


the Lincoln school board — whether it is rated 
lOOTo perfect or not — should not be shackled 
by the lack of legal tools which would benefit 
trie community and those high school grad- 
uates who prefer to better themselves by ave- 
nues other than four-year, strictly-academic 
institutions. 
It is inconceivable that Lincoln voters 


would deny such benefits either to the com- 
munity or to those individuals, the education- 
al have-nots, most directly involved.

Thus The Lincoln Journal urges Lin- 


colnites, first of all, to support this ex- 
tended educational concept embodied in 
the junior college; and then to register 
this support at the polls on Tuesday in or- 
der to achieve the 55% favorable vote re- 
quired for its passage.

Lincoln—Every citizen of 


Nebraska and every member 
of our Unicameral s h o u l d 
have an analysis of "Tax Sup- 
port for Higher Education in 
Nebraska" produced by t h e 
Nebraska Coordinating Coun- 
cil for Higher Education, Dec.

Tax Figures 
Lincoln—The Lincoln Jour- 


nal e d i t o r i a l "Two Ap- 
proaches To Income Tax," 
Jan. 30, said because Sen. 
Carpenter's income tax bill 
is based upon federal taxes 
paid, higher incomes would 
pay proportionately m o r e 
state income tax than under 
the Tiemann bill. 


An example that is contrary 


to that statement: My wife 
and I have a joint income of 
$16,700. After deductions, the 
taxable income on Line lid 
of the federal income tax re- 
turn will be $12,600. This is 
the figure Gov. Tiemann would 
tax 6%, or $756. 


The federal income tax I 


will pay will be $2,427. Under 
t h e Carpenter proposal I 
would be taxed 10% of the 
federal tax paid, or $242. This 
is considerably less, not more 
than the Tiemann proposal. 


Of the $377 Lancaster Coun- 


ty real estate tax which I paid 
last year, $42 went to the 
state.

WORRIED 


This letter contains several 


errors w h i c h seem to be 
prevalent. 


Gov. Tiemaun's bill applies 
a graduated rate to taxable 
income as follows: 2% on 
first $1,000, 3% from $1,000 
to $3,000, 4% from $3,000 to 
$6,000, 5% from $6,000 to $10,- 
000 and 
6% above $10,000. 


These rates would apply on 
the income of an individual 
taxpayer. In the case of a 
joint federal return, the tax- 
able income rates for each 
individual (husband and wife) 
would be half of the total and 
the rate schedule in the Tie- 
maun bill would be applied 
to that figure to compute the 
state tax. 


Thus on $12,600 of taxable 


Income on a federal joint re- 
turn, the state tax would be 
figured by applying the grad- 
uated scale of rates to $6,300 
and then multiplying by 2. 
This would make the tax in 
this case $430, under the Tie- 
mann bill, instead of $756. 


It should be noted, too, that 


Tiemann's bill provides for an 
income tax credit of $6 for 
each member of a family as 
a refund for sales tax paid on 
food. So the $430 figure would 
be reduced by at least $12 for 
this family, and by more if 
the family includes children 
living at home. 


Tiemann's income tax, com- 


bined with the proposed 2J/2% 
sales tax, would raise more 
than twice the amount of the 
present state property tax to 
be replaced. Allowing f o r 
some increase in state ex- 
penditures in the coming bi- 
ennium, this would leave a 
substantial amount of reve- 
nue to be used by local gov- 
ernmental subdivisions, and 
reduce existing taxes at the 
local levels, or else the Legis- 
lature could cut back the in- 
come tax rates to the levels 
necessary to raise the state 
appropriations voted. 


It is estimated that for the 


Carpenter proposal to raise 
the same amount as the in- 
come tax in the Tiemann bill, 
it would be necessary to im- 
pose a rate of at least 15% on 
federal tax paid. On this ba- 
sis, the Carpenter tax on 
$2,427 of federal tax paid, the 
amount stated in the letter, 
would be $364. 


At this income level, the 


amount of the Carpenter tax 
would be less than that pro- 
posed in the Tiemann bill, 
but not as much less as the 
writer figures. At somewhat 
higher income levels the Car- 
penter tax would take a big- 
ger bite than the Tiemann 
rates. 


The greatest difference In 


the tax imposed under the 
two proposals would be on 
corporations. Tiemann pro- 
poses a 3% rate on taxable 
income. Carpenter's proposal, 
figured at 15% of federal tax 
paid, would impose a rate on 
corporations of about 7'-% 
of taxable income, or more 
than double the Tiemann rate. 
The Carpenter proposal, inci- 
dentally, would place the Ne- 
braska income tax on corpo- 
rations at more than twice 
the rate of surrounding states.

government purposes. 


Speaker E1 v i n Adamson 


brought the tax school idea 
into fruition in hopes of bet- 
ter preparing senators f o r 
t h e i r decision-making bur- 
dens. 


While he observed LB377, 


at maximum i n c o m e tax 
rates, "would raise a lot of 
money," Sandberg also in- 
formed Sen. Herb More of Ge- 
noa that in Colorado, enact- 
ment of state b r o a d base 
taxes did indeed reduce prop- 
erty tax burdens on citizens. 


The extent to which those 


burdens then increase is gov- 
erned entirely by elected state 
and local representatives, he 
added. 


Sandberg said Colorado's 


experience is that the sales 
and income taxes can be ad- 
ministered at less than 2% 
of the total take. Merchants, 
however, can keep 3 and one- 
third per cent, of all sales 
taxes they collect. 


^Economic Harm? 


Beatrice Sen. Fred Carstens 


said he is increasingly dis- 
mayed that a new tax system 
may bring further economic 
harm to Nebraska further in- 
creasing its economic-colony 
status. 


"I would not discount the 


future of Nebraska or project 
the past into the 
future," 


Sandberg counseled. 


Some of the Denverite's oth- 
er suggestions: 


—Cigarets and liquor should be 


subject to any general sales tax. 
and special excise taxes on the 
products should be 
eliminated. 


(Gov. Tiemann's proposed tax 
would retain the excise taxes but 
exempt the products from the 
sales tax.) 


—Nebraska should join the inter- 
state tax compact to help draft 
a uniform method of taxing multi- 
state businesses to prevent en- 
croachment by the federal govern- 
ment. 


—Agricultural businesses should 


be taxed in the same manner as 
are other businesses. 


—A tax program should be 


adopted that will not discourage 
the economic development of the 
state, is not expensive to admin- 
ister- and does not discriminate 
against any taxpayers. 


The question-and-answer 
atmosphere became more in- 
formal as the morning pro- 
gressed. 


Sandberg lightly labeled as 


"unfair" one querry tossed 
at him about what groups 
were able to escape the full 
pressure of taxation under 
d i f f e r e n t 
kinds of tax 


systems. 


So far as the property tax 


system goes, he responded, 
service occupations w h i c h 
need little property to pro- 
duce considerable i n c o m e 
have an easier row to hoe. 
.Sandberg mentioned dentists, 
doctors and lawyers as oc- 
cupational examples.

testing Peking rioting that in- 
volved Soviet citizens being 
spat 
upon, s h o v e d and 


threatened. 


Five C h i n e s e diplomats 


waved them away. One said, 
"This is a provocation. If you 
have anything to protest go 
to your own foreign minis- 
try." 


Mass Meetings

gled a banner reading, "We 
sharply protest the lawless- 


ness against the Soviet peo- 
ple in Peking" and marched 
off.

The newspaper said one of 


the Red Guards harassing the 
departing Soviet diplomatic 
f a m i l i e s struck an eight- 
month-old girl who boarded 
Monday's second a i r l i f t 
flight home. It said another 
Russian child and her moth- 
er were pushed to the ground.

out of the bucket, but it wouldn't matter. Tom could 
get his 20 from an infirmary bed. Someday he'll be 
strolling across the campus late for a game and a re- 
bound w ill hit him on the head 


It won't bug him any He'll just put it back up and 


in for the Cornhuskers. 
The description doesn't bother the soft-spoken junior 


at all In fact he laughs about it 


"That's the way I was In high school," he says. "I 


just Matched the ball and that way I got a lot of easy 
buckets and rebounds. It's a matter of following the 
ball and after awhile it becomes instinct. 


"I know I'm not a real flashy player. I just try to 


do the job. They said the same things about me in high 
school " 
They Were IN ice Things 


They were pretty nice things they said So nice that 


Tom was selected to play for the Indiana team in the 
all-star game with Kentucky youngsters the summer he 
graduated. 


Not bad for a state where they take the game seri- 


ously. In Indiana they get their "game face" on for a 
game of 21. 


Tom knows of a coach who took his team unbeaten 


through the season. And when it lost in the round of 
16 the irate community had his job. 


In those all-star games—one at Freedom Hall in Lex- 


ington and the other in Butler Fieldhouse in Indiana- 
polis, Tom scored two points.

somewhere — like Northwestern, Davidson, Purdue, Geor- 
gia. Kentucky. And one of the guys he was playing 
against was Westly Unseld. the Louisville star who may 
be the best this side of Lew Alcindor. 
And That Isn't All 


Basketball wasn't all he got done either. Would you 


believe this 6-5, 190-pound youngster was an above aver- 
age high school quarterback. That he was until a chipped 
bone in his arm knocked him out his senior season. He 
was good enough to get football letters from Purdue and 
K-State and a couple of others his junior year. 


Somewhat unusual then has been the one charge 


against him — at least until this year — that he wasn't 
durable and real strong. 


Tom says that's hokum, that he may be a little 


stronger this \ear, but he's really playing more simply 
because of experience. 


Despite his success in high school, Tom was fairly 


easy to recruit to Nebraska. His dad was born in Staple- 
hurst and his mother in Madison. His sister, Mrs. Bob 
Ringler, lives in Staplehurst. In fact Tom was born in 
North Platte and his mother was one of 13 children, most 
of them scattered about the state yet. 


Tom and the rest of the Cornhuskers are feeling pretty 


good these da\s and it seems that the biggest problem 
•which could dexelop for Tom would be for all of his km 
to hit him for tickets at the same time.

Latin American Treaty 
Draws U.S. Objection 


Washington (UPI) — The 


United States Monday ob- 
jected to the present form of 
a propp.sed, treaty to make 
Latin America a nuclear- 
free zone, on grounds it con- 
tained a loophole that could 
be used to develop nuclear 
weapons. 


The proposed treaty, be- 


ing drafted by Latin Ameri- 
can representatives 
at a 


Mexico City meeting, would 
not be "completely 
effec- 
tive" 
in 
preventing 
the 
spread of nuclear weapons 
according to the State Dept. 
press officer, Robert J. Me- 
Closkey. 


The pending treaty would 


allow "the development of 
nuclear explosive devices for 


peaceful uses." But McClos- 
key said "such devices are 
—for all practical purposes 
—undistinguishable 
f r o m 


weapons." 


Thus, he declared, the 


treaty in its present f o r m 
"would seem to look toward 
nuclear proliferation." 


The United States, repre- 


sented at the meeting by an 
observer, is bringing pres- 
sure on delegates to change 
t h e w*o r d i n g, McClos- 
key said. 
A l t h o u g h McCloskey 


would not say so, the impli- 
cation of his statemest was 
that the United States would 
not sign the protocol as long 
as the treaty is written as it 
is now.

The Junior College Academic Division is the only part of the Community College 
that needs a vote of the people to be established by order of Nebraska State law. 


The Division of Technical and Occupational Education (note area D) includes the proposed areas of 
vocational, technical, and semi-professional educational programs that will be developed as a result 
of the creation of the Junior College Division. These occupationally-related educational programs 
need to be supported by academic work directly related to the vocational area. 


The Junior College will be financed in five ways: student tuition fees, local funds, 
state funds, federal funds, and by businesses and and industries which want par- 
ticular training programs. 


Local financing is desirable and necessary to maintain local control. It is also necessary to show 
local effort and support to receive broadened financial suppoit from state and federal sources. 


The cost of the Junior College Division will depend on the number, types, and 
length of the educational programs developed and the numbers of students enrolled. 


Local support will amount to about one mill for each one thousand students enrolled in the Junior 
College Division. Existing facilities, buildings, and some instiuctional staff can be credited towards a 
minimum of one mill to show local support to qualify for state and federal funds. 


There will be no conflict of interest between the proposed Junior College and the 
three existing universities in Lincoln. 


The University of Nebraska, Nebraska Wesleyan, and Union College are academic institutions with 
educational programs leading toward a four-year baccalaureate degree and professional degrees. 
They do not provide nor do they intend to provide general vocational, technical, or semi-professional 
training of two years or less in length as the Junior College will. The three universities in Lincoln 
have endorsed and supported the development of the Lincoln Community Junior College. 


The Lincoln Community Junior College is a real investment in Lincoln's economy, 
the social welfare of our community, and our individual citizens. 


The 800 communities that have established comprehensive community colleges have found that they 
were able to expand existing businesses and attract new industries. It is a basic belief of American 
democracy that improved educational facilities also improve the quality of our society and create 
greater opportunities for our individual citizens. Your positive Vote on Tuesday, February 7, for the 
Junior College is an investment in Lincoln's future.
